“Life and Death of tile Globe” treats 
not of the dream of a metaphysician, 
but of a problem, the solution of which 
is the result of deductions In the sphere 
of physics. 
M. Berget considers that 
as our globe possesses an independent 
life, a careful study of the condition 
of this life is hound to reveal its ul­ 
timate fate. in tile same way as a phv 
siekin prognosticates after a careful 
examination of a patient. 


Sun as Agent of Destruction. 
The first agent of the earth's destruc­ 
tion is the sun. and in this way: Rin ks 
are floor conductors of heat: the side 
immediately opposed to the rays of the 
sun alone is effected. 
Hence, expan­ 
sion of the mass being only partial, the 
molecules are disintegrated. 
Every 
day this expansion occurs and every 
night the corresponding contraction. 
In tile end the rock cracks. 
Its surface 
becomes covered with rifts and fis­ 
sures. 
A s vapor is continually con­ 
densing on the higher regions, water 
will soon begin to penetrate these fis­ 
sures and freeze. 
The rock will be 
rent asunder, making the second stage 
of destruction. The fragments will fall 
from the summits to the valleys, where 
the watercourses will carry them on to 
a lower level, the fragments acting as 
destructive agents by friction wherever 
they go. 


Rivera Aid In th® Process. 
Action of the rivers in carrying away 
portions of their banks is another agent 
of 
destruction. 
Iii 
addition 
large 
masses of earth will become lrapreg 
nated with water aud slide down into 
the valleys. 
The result—far off, but certain—of a1! 
these ceaseless processes, according to 
Professor Berget. will be that after 
many centuries the continents will be 
leveled and the oceans, filled with the 
accumulation of their materials, will 
ris.* and overwhelm them. 
The oceans 
themselves ar** a factor in the work of 
destruction, attacking the coasts with 
their wave power of ten tons a square 
foot. 
The coast lines of the globe total 
nearly 2dO,oo*) miles, which will givp 
some idea of the Immense extent of 
surface offered to the destructive ac­ 
tion of til** sea. 


Will Take 3.500.000 Year®. 
Geologists calculate that the amount 1 
of solid matter worn away annually 
from th** earth and curried toward sea 
level 
represents about lifteeu cubic 
miles. 
If this action worked mathe­ 
matically it would require 4,000,000 
years for th** earth to be worn below 
the level of the ocean. 
But as the mat­ 
ter disintegrated finds its way into the 
ocean the level of the water rises inex­ 
orably, diminishing the mass of earth 
remaining for destruction, and it is 
calculated that 3.500,000 years would 
suffice for the engulfing of the earth 
by th** waters.

l f geography were properly taught 
there would never t»e another war l»e- 
tween nations, standing armies could 
lie done away with and the day of 
worldwide peace would lie at hand.

said I >r. Claxton. 
"There is no reason 
for teaching anything simply to train 
the faculty of memory. 
Although I 
used to get IOO per cent In geography 
as a schoolboy, I have to Inquire my 
way of the station agent whenever I 
take a train.”
